Rayburn Gives Up 
After witnessing the dramatic 
display of insurgency today, Rep.

good as dead. 
While 
battle-w’eary legislators 
prepared to adjourn congress by 
Saturday night, President Roose­

In a calm voice, 
he said that while he was not cri­ 
ticizing the legislators for some­ 
thing they had a perfect right to 
do. those who would be adversely

A large number of industries

W a s h in g t o n — T h e sto rm y c h u r n i n g

the H o u se over a m e n d in g the W a g e - H o u r 
Act, ac tua lly was a sham 
battle.

will be no w a ge -hour legislation this year. 
The reason is simple: T h e re 
isn't 
a 
chance in th e world of th e issue re a c h in g 
th e floor of the Senate. 
In fact, it is unlikely w h e th e r it 
will 
get th e re even next year. 
The Senate L ab o r Com m ittee, which has 
jurisdiction over w ag e-h o u r bills, is one 
of the m ost liberal bodies on Capitol Hill. 
Among its m e m b ers are Elbert T h o m a s of 
Utah, ch a irm an . M urray of Montana. P e p ­ 
per of Florida, Lee of Oklahom a. Hill of 
A labama, Borah and 
L aF olle tte, 
all 
strong labor partisans. 
The com m ittee so far has given no con­ 
sid eration to the w a ge -hour issue and has 
no intention of doing so. As th e Senate 
has n o Rules com m ittee to force action on 
legislation or block it as it sees fit. th e re 
is no w ay of 
bringing 
up 
w a g e -h o u r 
a m e n d m e n t s except in the form of a rider 
to some o th e r hill or by d isc harging the 
Labor com mittee.

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Capital Loans Proposed For Settlers 


On Upper Michigan's Cutover Lands 


W ashington, 
Aug. I (ZP)— The 
national 
resources 
committee 
recommended to President Roose­ 
velt today a 
policy 
of 
m aking 
capital loans to settlers to 
help 
m ake th e cut-over area of N orth­ 
ern Michigan, W isconsin and Min­ 
nesota self-supporting. 
“ A policy of giving long 
time 
capital loans on a 
sound 
credit 
basis to settlers on good laud for 
developm ent purposes should 
be 
adopted 
as rapidly as possible," 
the com m ittee said, adding "such 
loans should have the 
provision 
th a t approved farm plans be m ade 
and carried o u t.” 
This proposal was tied to other 
recom m endations for resettlem ent 
■within each state of settlers locat­ 
ed on land unsuited 
to 
agricul­ 
tu re. These would be relocated on 
lands better adapted 
or 
more 
advantageously situated for 
pos­ 
sible employment, schools, roads 
an d other public services. 
Too Many U nits 
The com m ittee also recom m end­ 
ed elim ination of 
“ uneconomic” 
units of governm ent. The county, 
it said, should take 
over 
town 
roads while school districts 
and 
assessm ent dirtricts 
should 
be 
enlarged. 
Counties 
should 
be 
made responsible for health and 
w elfare functions. 
It was suggested th a t coopera­ 
tive m arketing, which flourished 
under the Federal F arm 
Board 
of 
the 
Hoover adm inistration, 
"m ay be the only way for 
m any 
scattered north country farm ers 
to get a fair price for their pro­ 
duce.” 
E stablishm ent of a large scale 
Public W orks program for forest 
restoration also was recom m end­ 
ed by the committee. 
Fire-control 
im provements, 
it 
said, should be made on all lands 
regardless of ownership. 
T he proposed program covered 
a region of 57,000,000 acres in 86 
counties. It was w orked by 
the 
N orthern la k e s States 
regional 
com m ittee composed of represen­ 
tatives of the three states and of 
interested federal 
agencies 
and 
was approved by the National Re­ 
sources committee. 
County Zoning Praised 
In subm itting the report to the 
president, Harold L. lekes, Secre­ 
tary of the Interior 
and 
NRC 
chairm an, said that by prom oting 
land classification studies, coun­ 
ty zoning ordinances and 
state 
laws encouraging sustained forest 
yield m anagem ent the local 
and 
stale groups have "gone 
far 
in 
the direction of a sound program 
for the rehabilitation of the 
re­ 
gion." 
"T he report," 
he said, 
"o u t­ 
lines a plan for construction ac­ 
tion by local, state, and 
federal 
agende^." 
The report 
found 
unemploy­ 
ment to be the m ajor problem 
of 
the area. 
"W ith lum bering past its peak, 
mining using less labor, and agri­ 
culture w ithout its form er 
m ar­ 
kets," it said, “the cut-over area 
has m ore people than jobs. 
This 
condition can be 
best 
c o rre c te d 1 


within the region 
and 
without 
resort to mass migration. 
“T ransform ation of the area in­ 
to a self-supporting 
district 
is 
advanced as the most logical and 
most promising objective. 
“ This 
may 
be 
accomplished 
through restoration of forest re­ 
sources. improvement, of 
lakes, 
stream s and 
other 
recreational 
facilities, rational 
developments 
of the mining 
industry, 
move­ 
ment 
of 
isolated 
settlers and 
those on very low grade soil 
to 
locations providing equal or bet­ 
ter economic opportunity 
where 
public services can be provided at 
reduced 
cost, 
improvement 
in 
current farm practices, and 
re­ 
forms in local governm ental 
or­ 
ganizations and procedure. 
First Steins Outlined 
Responsibility for carrying out 
various recom m endations was as­ 
signed as follows: 
Townships, counties and

divisions for 
tran sfer 
of

roads to coxinties. 
Counties

consolidation 
of school districts 
into units large enough to 
sup­ 
port a complete system from low­ 
est grades through senior

locally, but with state standards 
for perform ance and state audit 
of funds. 
State and federal governments 
for definite plans 
with

m aintenance in certain areas, the 
report said.

Coordination Needed 
A recom m endation 
also 
was 
made for extension of rural zon­ 
ing through a

aggressive

The responsibility for 
this was assigned to state 
plan­ 
ning boards, state departm ents of 
conservation, state colleges

Em phasis was placed by

committee on the 
possibility

restoring the forest resources

ant status in providing employ­ 
ment. 
“ Forests at one time gave more 
em ploym ent than any other

source," the report said. “ Their 
improvement would employ many 
men. W hen restored, the 
tend­ 
ing. harvesting and conversion of 
the crop will give 
the

employment, that is necessary for 
a self-sustaining com m unity.” 
Fires 
Repeated fires 
were 
blamed 
more than cutting for the lack of 
more and better reproduction of 
second growth forests. 
“ The problems of the 
region, 
though aggravated and intensified 
by the recent depression, existed 
before 1020," the com m ittee 
de­ 
clared. 
"They demand prom pt and 
ef­ 
fective solution in order to effect 
the desirable rehabilitation of the 
region and to avoid greater re tro ­ 
gression. The region is w orth re­ 
habilitating. It goes w ithout say­ 
ing that the local people 
should 
held themselves, hut the 
states 
and the nation have enough of 
a 
stake in the region to m ake 
it 
worth while to lend a hand. 
“ Most of the m achinery to 
do 
the job is now set up and in mo­ 
tion. It should be kept going. An 
adjustm en t of many present pro­ 
gram s is needed to fit them more 
closely to local 
situations,

plans of action of all public agen­ 
cies— federal, state and local — 
need to be 
brought 
into 
h a r­ 
mony." 
A regional coordinating 
board 
of these public agencies was rec­ 
ommended 
with

Marquette’s P r o f e s s o r 
Requested Help of 
Attorney General 


The attorney general’s depart­ 
ment 
announced 
yesterday that 
the investigation into the tangled 
financial affairs of the Episcopal 
diocese of northern Michigan were 
launched at the request of Prose­ 
cuting Attorney John D. Voelker 
of Marquette county. 
Prosecutor Voelker asked state's 
counsel after he had studied docu­ 
mentary evidence, turned over to 
him by the standing committee of 
the diocese and the trustees of 
the diocesan trust fund, revealing 
shortages in that and other funds 
which probably will exceed $100.- 
000. 
It was stated in a news dis­ 
patch from Lansing Sunday that 
Assistant Attorney General Robert 
A. Burns, of Wakefield, assigned 
to the case by Attorney General 
Thomas Read, was directing the 
state’s end of the work and yester­ 
day it was stated by McIntyre that 
there will be a conference later on 
the “advisability of warrants.” 
To date Burns has reviewed the 
documentary evidence in the hands 
of Prosecutor Voelker, who is in 
Cheboygan on vacation, but has 
not had time to study a complete 
audit of the diocesan funds which 
was 
prepared 
recently 
for 
the 
trustees and the standing com­ 
mittee. 
Trustees Sued 
Recently representatives of the 
parish 
of 
St. 
James 
Episcopal 
church in Sault St. Marie started 
suit in the Marquette county cir­ 
cuit court against trustees of the 
dioceson endowment fund to re­ 
cover $76,500, the shortage for 
which the plaintiffs claim the trus­ 
tees are legally responsible. 
The 
suit may be tried during the next 
term of court, which opens on 
August 21. 
The Rt. Rev. Hayward S. Able- 
white, former bishop of the dio­ 
cese, who resigned his post last 
March 23 when the fund shortages 
were first made public, is one of 
the defendants in the suit because 
as bishop he was president of the 
board of trustees. 
From the time it was first re­ 
vealed that about $69,000 of the 
diocesan trust fund 
and 
about 
$4 8,000 of the G. Mott Williams 
mission fund was missing it has 
been reported that much of the 
money 
was lost 
in speculation. 
The shortage in the dioceson trust 
fund came to light after the death 
of A. E. Miller, Marquette attor­ 
ney who was secretary-treasurer 
of the fund for thirty years. 
The 
shortage in the G. Mott Williams 
fund was made public by the dio­ 
cesan standing committee after it 
had received the resignation of 
Bishop Ablewhite. who was, the 
committee said, sole custodian of 
that fund. 
Dealt With Chicago Promoters 
According to a story published 
yesterday in the Chicago Tribune 
in connection with the announce­ 
ment that the state attorney gen­ 
eral's department was assisting 
the Marquette county prosecutor 
in investigating the case, it is pos­ 
sible that one or more persons 
who had access to the diocesan 
funds associated with stock pro­ 
moters in Chicago 
and 
Detroit. 
The Tribune story says, in part: 
“There is one rumor that some 
of the diocesan money went to 
finance speed yachts 
on 
Lake 
Michigan and night clubs on Chi­ 
cago’s north side. 
The assistant 
attorney general is investigating 
the story of one Chicago witness 
that he repeatedly saw the bishop 
in conference with Chicago stock 
and grain traders. 
Alleges Market Deals 
“ Investigators in Chicago have 
transmitted to Assistant Attorney 
General Burns the story of John 
Rossman. formerly a chauffeur to 
a financial promoter. 
This pro­ 
moter, according to Rossman, was 
a close friend of Bishop Ablewhite 
and 
interested 
him 
in 
market 
transactions. 
‘ The identity of the promoter 
is being withheld. Burns has been 
informed, however, that he was 
connected about 1935 with George 
Bulloch, a successful operator of 
a market forecasting system. 
“ Bulloch soon found that his 
promoter 
friend 
was 
operating 
market pools of his own an a side-, 
line and they 
parted 
company. 
The promoter then begin operat­ 
ing independently in a loop office. 
The promoter maintained an ex­ 
pensive flat on the north side and 
a large power boat on the lake 
Rossman said. 
Bays Bishop Was Client 
“ 'One of his clients was Bishop 
Ablewhite,’ said Rossman. ‘I used 
to drive them 
around 
together. 
Eventually my boss went away. I 
don’t know where. 
I have been 
told he is dead. 
But 
he 
went 
away from Chicago with a lot of 
money. 
'You'd be surprised how' 
much is in my pockets,* he told me 
as I took him to the train the last 
time I saw him. 
“ ‘After he was gone I drove 
the bishop around. 
He was look­ 
ing for my old boss. But he never 
got any trace of him.* 
"The 
Investigators 
have also 
told Burns the story of another 
former Bulloch associate who fol­ 
lowed the promoter friends of the 
bishop into his new business. 
“ 'Bishop Ablewhite was a fre­ 
quent caller in the Bulloch of­ 
fices.’ 
this 
man 
reported

never dealt with Bulloch directly. 
When the new office was started 
he was there a great deal. 
We 
regarded 
him 
as a prosperous 
client. He w*as royally entertained 
by the boss. 
We underlings a1 
ways though he was a man of 
great means.'

Promoter Known Here 
The Chicago promoter, referred 
to in the Tribune story, it was 
learned here yesterday, was Harry 
S. Lyons, believed to be dead, who 
resided in Marquette in 1933 and 
was associated with the John B. 
Greenfield company, which oper­ 
ated an investment office here for 
a short time. 
Lyons was arrested in March. 
1933, on a warrant charging em­ 
bezzlement and the records show' 
that he was in 
the 
Marquette 
county jail from March 15 to May 
12, 193 3. 
It was charged that he 
took money from the customers of 
the company in payment for shares 
of stock sold by the company, but 
failed to deliver the shares. 
Lyons, it was said, was a mem­ 
ber of the Eiscopal church and a 
friend of Bishop Ablewhite. 
The 
bishop, it is understood, was in­ 
strumental in having the embez­ 
zlement 
charge 
dropped 
when 
Lyons agreed to pay 
back 
the 
money he had collected. 
Upon 
his release from custody he re­

Bishop Blames Lyons 
Bishop Ablewhite is understood 
to have told the diocesan standing 
committee at the time of his resig­ 
nation, when questioned about the 
disappearance of most of the G- 
Mott Williams funds, 
that 
he 
turned $48,000 of the assets of 
the fund over to Lyons in Chicago 
on December 1 8, 1933, upon the 
latter’s assurance that he could 
reinvest them in a m an n er which 
would increase their value. About 
twTo years later. 
however. 
the 
bishop is said to have told the 


committee, Lyons disappeared and 
ho was informed afterward, lie 
said, that Lyons was dead. 
At the annual diocesan conven­ 
tion last spring in Escanaba, held 
after Bishop Ablewhite resigned, 
the bishop's story about Lyons, 
it is understood, was included in 
a joint statement presented to the 
convention by the standing com­ 
mittee, trustees of the

A new' standing committee was 
named at the Escanaba convention 
and the convention adopted a res­ 
olution 
recommending

the 
bishop’s resignation be accepted 
by the House of Bishops.

House of Bishops will take action 
when it meets in St. Louis in No­ 
vember. 
It also will act on a re­ 
quest from the bishop that he be 
relieved from his clerical duties. 
Ablewhite 
is 
now 
staying in 
Gambier, Ohio, with relatives. He 
has declined to make a public 
statement since his resignation.

Three lum ber companies are o r­ 
dered to break off relations with 
this union, to ignore all provisions 
of contracts signed with it. and to 
reim burse th eir em ployes for dues 
paid into the union trea sury via 
t h e check-off since July 5.

\ Mutinous Crew 


T ’HE rigors of navigating a leaky 
ship 
on 
an 
uncharted 
sea 
worked hardship enough on Chris­ 
topher Columbus when he set sail 
for the new world in August, 1492, 
but his tiny fleet was scarcely un­ 
der way when another, even more 
serious, problem developed, mu­ 
tiny in the crew. 
It is easy to understand this, of 
course. Here was a band of lusty, 
ignorant men, directed by officers 
hardly more learned. They sailed 
with visions of gold and precious 
jewels at the end of the course, 
but very shortly the dread of the 
unknown sea began to frighten 
them. 
So they tried to turn back. But 
Columbus employed every subter­ 
fuge to keep moving ahead. Daily 
he cut many leagues from the dis­ 
tance he reckoned they had sailed 
and when he found that the com­ 
passes 
no 
longer pointed 
true 
north he adjusted them 
He took occasion, moreover, to 
point to every bit of driftwood, 
seaweed or to every bird as indi­ 
cation of land nearby. 
Even a 
head wind was shown as an assur­ 
ance that they could return. And 
in the end Columbus triumphed. 
His fleet is shown above bn a 
stamp of the U. S. Columbian se­ 
ries of 1893, 4-cent blue, enlarged.
